It is quite apparent the students 
were satisfied to see their dances 
gradually degenerate to a_ point 
where they were a disgrace to’ the 
college and all its students, Faced 
with abolition, the students awak- 
ened and acted in a positive way 
and found the administration 
happy to go along with their ideas. 

While the football team has had 
its ups and downs, the Hartnell 
College band, under the direction 
of Mr. Lorell McCann and Drum 
Major Glen Short, has been a proud 
subject for Hartnell rooters to speak 
of during the season. Wherever 
they have appeared during the year 
they have always come away tops 
in. competition with opponents’ 
bands. 

It might be expected the band 
would outshine rival groups while 
the Maroon and Gold was on its 
home grounds, but it’s quite a 
thing when it is able to top bands 
on their own fields. The local 
musicians went to the San Mateo 
and San Francisco games and gave 
them both a lesson in marching as 
well as playing. 

The consistently fine perform- 
ances displayed by the Panther 
band is the result of numerous 
hours of practice and work.

Reason for issuing last week’s 
statement was the large number 
of beer cans found on the campus 
following the dances held earlier 
this year. Under the new rules, 
the club agrees to make certain 
there are no beer cans or other 
refuse left on the campus follow- 
ing the dance. 

In order to control conduct con- 
cerning drinking at tomorrow 
night’s dance, the Hawaiian Club 
has set up a committee to assist 
the police officer on duty during 
the dance. It will be the duty of 
this committee to report any vio- 
lations of the state laws concerning 
possession of intoxicating beverages 
on school grounds. ‘The committee 
will also police the campus follow- 
ing the dance and make certain 
there are no cans or bottles on the 
campus, 

Throughout the year there have 
been no serious complaints regard- 
ing conduct at the dances, but 
there have always been many cans 
and bottles left on the campus 
following each dance. The admin- 
istration issued the policy of last 
week as a final step before com- 
plete abolition of all dances. 

When’ the statement came out, 
leaders of the interclub council im- 
mediately set about to re-establish 
the dances by inaugurating a new 
set of regulations for clubs to fol- 
low when they sponsor a dance. 
As a result of their efforts, the 
dances will again be held follow- 
ing the games.
